Yugoslavia has allotted in its current federal budget for Macedonia financial 
aid to the Greck opposition groups EAM and ELAS, Material support, such as 
houses, land and equipwent, has been granted to the members of these Gro 
groups now in Yugoslav Macedonia. At the same time the establishnent of 

two new villages near Bitolj has been ordered to be completed by Late 
December 1916, ami TOO houses have been built at Negotin, southeast of 
Skoplje, for Greek refugees from the Kalajara area and the Greak village 

of Ranes,. 


fhe following were elected into office during the Noveber elections in 

Macedonia: Dr. Boris Spirov, President and Minister for Social, Policy; 

Colonel Lukarevski, First Vice-President; S. Mustafa, Second Vice-President; 
- Vlado Maleski, Firet Secretary and Director of the Skeplje Radio Station; 

and Dmitar Suli, Second Secretary. These officials are all reported to 

be actively in favor of an Independent Aegean Macedonia. ge 


The following Grack Youth Brigades wore activated and reported to be 
twansferred to the Buljkes Camp in Yugoslavia where after a rest period 

and preparation they will be sent to the Greek border for duty: "Nikos 
Sukarijades", under the command of Pavladis Juop (sic); "ELAS Assault", 

under the command of Marvicis Aleksoioe; and, the Fifty-Fifth Ming Planters".
